German Potash Finances Short 


Reorganization for Further Economies Considered Necessary—Interest 
on 1926 Loan Amounts to Twenty Million Marks—Net Profits Greatly 
Reduced—Larger Sales Were Expected—German Potash Law Con- 
flicts With Present-Day Conditions, Says Trade Commissioner

(Special to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 


Berlin, Germany, Feb. 21—Forced 
out of its former monopoly by loss 
of the Alsatian mines and with pros- 
pects of successful competition in 
other countries, the German potash 
industry will have to organize pro- 
gressively on an economy basis, says 
Trade Commissioner William T. 
Daugherty. Further economy is 
possible, of course, in the formation 
of a super trust, along lines of the 
local Dye Trust and United Steel 
Works.

its realization got impetus when he 
acquired recently 430 mining shares 
of the gigantic Wintershall concern. 
lf the existing German potash con- 
cerns were formed into a single or- 
ganization the German potash law, 
based on antiquated principles, and 
seemingly not fitted to suit existing 
conditions in that industry, would 
have to go out of existence. 

Comparative prices of German 
potash salts with indication of the 
percentage increase or decrease 
compared with the next most recent 
price rise, and with pre-war, are 
shown in table. 

Finances of the German potash 
industry, considering 1926 business, 
are not good; while sales last year 
about equalled their 1913 level of 
1.1 million tons pure potash (K:O) 
when Alsatian mines were also Ger- 
man, the proceeds will compare very 
unfavorably with pre-war and in- 
deed with post-war years. It is es- 
timated that proceeds on 1926 sales 
amount to about 14 marks per 100 
kilograms K:O compared with 17 
marks in 1913: Employing these 
factors German potash sales in 1926 
may have netted around 150 million 
marks in comparison with 190 mil- 
lion marks in 1913. 

Compared with turnover in post- 
war years, estimated at 160 million 
marks in 1925, on sales of 1.22 mil- 
lion tons, and at 100 mil- 


lions in 1924, on a turnover of 840,- 
000 tons, 1926 business suffers a 
considerable set-back through the 
circumstance that interest on the 
300-million mark loan will amount 
to some 20 million marks, thus re- 
ducing net proceeds accordingly. 
The German Potash Syndicate ex- 
pected far greater sales in 1926, ad- 
vance estimates made a year ago 
forecasting sales of 1.5 million tons 
pure potash and even two million 
tons. The inland price increase 
which went into effect on Dec. 23 
last, will not stimulate sales, so

FLEXIBLE TARIFF UPHELD 
(Spectal to CHEMICAL MARKETS) 
Washington, D. C., March 2— 

Constitutionality of the flexible pro- 

visions of the Tariff Act of 1922 

was upheld in a decision by U. S. 

Court of Customs Appeals in the 

case of J. W. Hampton, Jr., & Co., 

New York. The case arose out of 

the proclamation issued by the 

President May 19, 1924, under the 

flexible tariff, increasing the duty 

on barium dioxide from 4 cents to 

6 cents per pound. 

Hampton company attacked the 
constitutionality of Section 315 of 
the Tariff Act, the flexible provi- 
sions. Customs Court held that the 
imposing of sufficient duties upon 
imported products to equalize the 
difference in cost of production in 
the United States and the principal 
competing country was a valid exer- 
cise of the constitutional power of 
Congress to regulate commerce. 


Cannon Manufacturing Co., Kan- 
nopolis, N. C., is building a $1,000,- 
000 addition to its towel mill and 
is planning to erect a bleachery. The 
Cannon mills are now equipped with 
100,000 spindles and 3000 looms, 
with dyeing and finishing depart- 
ments. 
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FERTILIZER SALES SMALL 

Sales of fertilizers so far this 
season show a reduction of more 
than’ 20% in most areas in the 
South and prices are generally 
lower. Some fertilizer people, 
while believing sales will increase 
as the selling season advances for 
March is a bigger volume month 
than February, expect that the re- 
duction in sales compared with 
1926 in the South will be not far 
from 30%. Salesmen went into the 
South later this season. 

National Fertilizer Association 
says fertilizer tag sales in Decem- 
ber were 6.9% smaller than for 
December, 1925, totaling 629,518 
tons against 761,809 the preceding 
December. Sales for January were 
19.1% smaller, with 526,471 tons 
against 651,169 in January, 1926. 

Relatively large sales have been 
made in North Carolina and Florida 
to date. In fact, December and 
January sales in North Carolina 
were larger than for either of the 
two previous years. On the other 
hand, large reductions were_ re- 
ported from South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee and Missouri, while Texas 
and Arkansas show a comparatively 
small reduction. These smaller 
sales are falling in with expecta- 
tions of the big companies. Small 
mixers are suffering. Most of the 
leading companies are in excellent 
financial shape to meet another year 
of small income. 


Ciba Co. was forced to call the 
rescue company of the New York 
Fire Department last week to its 
offices and warehouse at Washing- 
ton and Cedar sts. A keg of sodium 
hydrosulfide that was wetted from 
a flooded cellar, had dried out and 
the fumes made it impossible for 
a large number of the staff to work. 
The firemen, with gas masks, took 
the keg from the cellar and dumped 
it into the river.

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CHINAWOOD OIL HIGHER 
(Special to CHEMICAL MAarKETS) 

Washington, D. C., March 1— 
Market price of wood oil at Han- 
kow has advanced slightly and on 
Feb. 18 was twenty-seven taels per 
picul, equivalent at present ex- 
change rates to approximately 
$.1339 per pound, according to a 
cable from Consul General F. E. 
Lockhart, Hankow, China. There 
is an adequate supply of stocks in 
the interior, but the difficulties en- 
countered on river transportation 
make the arrival date of shipments 
en route to Hankow uncertain. 


It is reported to be unlikely that 
there will be any shut-downs on the 
movement of wood oil from the in- 
terior at Hankow, but arrivals will 
be irregular and uncertain for the 
next few weeks at least, the cable 
states. Supplies at Hankow at pres- 
ent are relatively low.

USES FOR SULFITE LIQUID 


Waste sulfite liquor is being used 
in Sweden in “laett beutyl,’ new 
motor fuel, containing 25 per cent 
sulfite spirit mixed with 75 per cent 
ordinary gasoline. The mixture ap- 
pears to form an excellent motor 
fuel, working well in all ordinary 
gasoline motors, absolutely non- 
knocking, and having a higher effi- 
ciency than commercial gasoline it 
permits a saving of 10 to 15 per 
cent of the fuel consumption. The 
evaporated sulfite liquor is finding 
an increasing use as a dust-binding 
material for macadam roads. Sul- 
fite ink is also made from the waste 
liquor, is odorless and 20 per cent 
cheaper than other ink for rotary 
presses. 


Paterson (N. J.) silk dyers have 
appealed to city authorities to de- 
lay proposed plans to force dyers 
to separate their trade wastes and 
sewerage from storm water and 
to tax wastes emptied into the 
sewer above a certain amount.

Industrial chemicals continue to 
maintain firm positions for the most 
part under a steady consuming de- 
mand. Denatured alcohol remains 
exceedingly weak with sales report- 
ed as low as 25c gallon. Demand is 
very slack and supplies are large. 
Factors can see no immediate recov- 
ery. Glycerin also remains weak 
with sales of C. P. as low as 25c gal- 
lon reported. Copper sulfate is 
very firm with all factors forecasting 
continued firmness. Barium chloride 
is easy with imported material hold- 
ing the market at previous _ levels. 
Makers of tin salts have announced 
a further advance in prices due to 
still higher prices for the metal. 

Light oil distillates are unchanged. 
Benzene is freely offered at low 
prices. The possibility of a coal 
strike might lend some strength to 
the situation before long, although 
factors state that the steel mills are 
in possession of very large quantities 
of coal and the strike would have to 
be of long duration to have = any 
marked effects upon benzene sup- 
plies. Lower prices for gasoline 
have not helped the immediate situa- 
tion. Toluene is firm and very scarce. 
Solvent naphtha and xylene are being 
recovered in very large quantities 
due to the heavy movement of 
toluene, but the demand is slight and 
the markets are over-stocked in some 
directions. 

Intermediates are very quiet with 
the bulk of materials moving on con- 
tracts. Prices show no change in 
any direction although selling com- 


petition remains sharp. 


INDUSTRIAL CHEMICALS 


Alcohol Denatured— Market is ex- 
ceedingly weak. Sales are reported 
as low as 25c gal. for tank cars of 
No. 5. Some sales of very large 
quantities are reported to factors 
in the anti-freeze market who in- 
tend to store the material for next 
Winter’s consumption. Present 


prices are very low considering the 
high molasses market prevailing. 

‘Ammonia—AlIthough factors con- 
tinue to express a bullish attitude 
as to the future, there has been no 
change in quotations for either an- 
hydrous at 10c@l1lc tb, or aqua at 
2Y%c@2x%c tb. 

Ammonium Chloride—Market is 
steady but imported material is still 
in free supply at 5%c@5%c fb for 
white. 

Barium Chloride—Imported ma- 
terial remains available at $61.00@ 
$62.00 ton, and this prevents dom- 
estic makers from advancing their 
prices. 
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Glycerin—Market remains in 
weak state. Dynamite is quoted at 
24c tb but supplies are very free. 
C. P. is officially quoted at 27c tb, 
but sales are reported down to 25c 
tb. Crude is quoted at 18%c tb 
for saponification, and 17c tb for 
lye. Refiners are practically out of 
the market for crude and will not 
bid. 

Methanol—Market remains in a 
firm position with all makers nam- 
ing unchanged figures of 80c gal. 
for tanks of denaturing grade. 

Tin Salts—Further advances in 
the metal market has brought an- 
other advance in tin salt prices and 
makers quote crystals at 48c_ tb, 
tetrachloride at 4l1c tb, and bichlor- 
ide solution at 20%c tb. 

Zinc Sulfate—This market is very 
firm and makers now name higher 
prices of 3%c tbh for carlots. The 
high market for zinc is the cause.

The most striking feature of the

The output of pyrites in 1926 was

quantity. California and Virginia 
produced 95 per cent of the total 
output and New York and Ohio 
supplied the remainder. Imports of 
pyrites in 1926 showed an increase 
of 32 per cent in quantity over 1925, 
from 276,385 tons, valued at $773,- 
925, to $366,151 tons, valued; at 
$856,981, and were the largest re- 
corded since 1919.
